SPAIN STILL DELAYS 


Spanish Peace Commission 
Postpone Today's Meeting, 


This is Taken to Mean That 


Spain Will Acquiesce In 


Philippine Matter.

PERISH IN FLAMES. 


MEETING POSTPONED. 


Spanish Peace CommlSMloncn Aslt 


For !ttore Time For Answer. 


Paris, Nov. 24—At the request of 


the Spanish peace commissioners there 
will be no joint session today pending 
Instructions from Madrid. The date 
of the next meeting has not been fixed. 


The postponement today is regarded 


as a hopeful sign that the treaty will 
be signed. While the Madrid govern- 
ment has not yet received the text 
of the American ultimatum, the Span- 
ish ministers received quite enough 
by telegraph on Monday night to en- 
able them to instruct their commis- 
sioners to retire, were such their inten- 
tions. 


It was confledently believed by the. 


several American commissioners who 
conversed with a correspondent of the 
Associated Press today that before the 
expiration of the time fixed by the 
Americans, namely, Monday next, the 
Spaniards will acquiesce in the United 
States Philippine offer and ultimately 
a treaty will be signed by all the 
Spanish commissioners. 


It is true that the course which 


Senor Montero Rios, president of the 
Spanish commission, will follow, is 
still 
uncertain, as he continues to 


"play to the gallery." But the leading 
member of the American commission 
believes he will sign with the other 
Spaniards. In any case, his place on 
the commission will be speedily filled, 
probably by Senor Leon T. Castillo, 
the Spanish ambassador here. 


Senor Montero Rios sent a commu- 


nication to the American commis- 
sioners yesterday evening, asking a 
number of questions. The most im- 
portant of them, and to get an answer 
to which the letter was undoubtedly 
written, was tucked away in the mid- 
dle of the letter. It asked in effect, if 
the Americans really meant that the 
ultimatum must be answered by Mon- 
day. The Spaniards were assured that 
they did and the answer has cleared 
the air. 


A member of the Spanish commis- 


sion this morning' assured the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press 
that the next meeting of the commis- 
sions will take place on Friday or 
Saturday, and that Spain's answer 
then will be the last she will make and 
it will be a definite conclusion of the 
matter in hand. 


This uttererancs is looked upon as 


indicating that Spain 
will 
sign a 


treaty of peace. 


UNKNOWN GRAVES.

which hundreds met their death in 
the wilds of Alaska will remain the 
subject for speculation. 


The latest reports tell of the fate of 


18 persons killed while trying to enter 
the mouth of the Kusoakwin river last 
June in the little steamer Jesse. 


They were rescued by Indians who 


afterwards killed them because they 
would not give everything they had to 
the Indiana as a reward for their res- 
cue.

OBJECT IS ATTAINED. 


Industrial Freedom Is Wnat Cuban* 


Have Been Fighting Fort 


Boston, 
Nov. 23.— Koberft P. Porter, 


special commissioner for the United 
States to Cuba, arrived in this city last 
night, accompanied by his secretary, 
Leonard Darb;-shlre, and his interpreter, 
Georse H. Flnlay. 
He will sail tomor- 


row for Santiago on the Admiral Dewey. 
Mr. Porter go&s to Santiago at the wish 
of the president, to confer with General 
Wood, commander of the 
American 


forces In the Island, and for the purpose 
of receiving a deputation of represen- 
tative bankers and -merchants of San- 
tiago and vicinity, who have been col- 
lecting data and putting into shape a 
report containing their views upon the 
needs of the business interests and in- 
dustries of that portion of the Island. 


Mr. Porter was araked to express his 


views upon the statement made by Gen- 
eral Garcii, who has just arrived in 
New York. 


"Genera! Garcia," said Mr. Porter, "is 


entirely right when he declared that the 
first move ol the United States govern- 
ment should be toward the industrial 
recnrsti action of the island, and inti- 
mated that polit'ca' questions, such as 
the form of government, could wait. 
On New Yeai's day, when the island 
passes into the military control of ths 
I'nifd States, Cuba will have attaine-d 
her industrial freedom, and in securing 
that ?he will have what her brave sons 
have- been fighting for since the insur- 
rection of 1868. The 10-yeairs' war was 
for industrial freedom, and had the Mc- 
Kinley reciprocity treaty continued in, 
force, the war of 1895 would probably 
rot have occurred, 
Spain was always 


willing to grant Cuba a fair amount of 
political freedom, but when it came to 
industrial and commercial freedom she 
was as obdurate as England has been 
with Ireland. 
The privileges granted, 


the autonomy given, always fell short 
of allowing Cuba to enjoy, peacefully, 
her own resources, her own revenue, and 
of giving her a right to trade in the 
open markets of the world. 
The joker 


government card, which .the Madrid offi- 
cials always held up their sleeve, was 
invariably played so that Cuba was in* 
dustrially bound and gagged by Spain. 


"It was this draining of her resources 


and plundering of her revenue, and, 
finally, the fattening at her public 
treasury of a horde of rapacious Spanish 
officials, that brought on the ID-years' 
struggle of 18GS-1878, and which finally 
projected the insurrection of 1S95. 
When 


the custom iKiuees and the government 
pa.ss into the hands of the United 
States, the industrial victory will be as 


> ompletely won as though a Cuban gov- 
ernment was established in Havana. 
The United States wants none of the 
resources of the island it is not willing 
to pay for. 
It does not want a dollar of 


t»ie revenue for its own use, and, by 
Adopting a new tariff, without differen- 
tial duties, which compelled Cuba to 
Ltiy of Spain, instead of In the best and 
cheapest m^rttets, it haa opened the 
doors of Cuba to all the world. 
Surely 


General Carcia, and the commission of 
which he the head, may feel satisfied 
with the.'e blessings, while the United 
States may point to them and suggest 
that the question of political freedom 
may be discussed when the effect of in- 
dustrial freedom have made the peopla 
of this iila'ncl sufficiently prosperous to 
start out housekeeping for themselves." 


Asked about ths recent critioism of 


thp British press on our tariff policy for 
Cuba, Mr. Porter said: 
"The English- 


man is never happy, anyhow. 
Under 


the conditions, which will, I hope, exist 
in Cuba, after Jan. 1, 1899, he will liava 
fhe same rlg<hts in Cuba as the Ameri- 
cans. Under Spani«h rule he had a dif- 
ferential rule against him which it wan 
impossible to surmount. 
Cuba, in my 


opinion, under the military protection 
of the United States, will inaugurate th* 
most prosperous period in its existence— 
industrially and commercially. What- 
ever the future may be, the intelligent 
Cubans must realize that from the day 
the American flag floats over the isl- 
and Cuba will be In free possession of 
Its own resources and its own revenue. 
Political freedom can give the island and 
Itn fipoplp no mor*»." 


In reply to a question as to rtie polit- 


Iral future of Cuba, Mr. Porter Bald: 
"That is another question, and one I 
waa not appointed to investigate. Wo 
will cross that bridge when we get to It." 


Mr. Porter's movements in Cuba will 


largc-ly o>psnd upon the decision which 
the administration may arrive at as to 
the opening of the custom house at Clefi- 
fu< crws, or rx>m* .other point on th« 
south std" «r thp'ialAjid.

Four Persons Burned to 


Death in Fire Destroy- 


ing the Fine Baldwin

San Francisco, Nov. 23—Fire tod 


destroyed the famous Baldwin hotel 
and theater and caused 
the loss of 


$1,000,000. Probably four persons were 
burned to death. 


The fire started in the Baldwin thea- 


ter, located in the hotel building. Gil- 
lett's "Secret Service" company lost 
everything. 
The hotel was full of 


guests, all accounted for. 


Four servants are missing who slept 


on the upper floor. The whole city was 
illuminated, the building being like a 
raging furnace. 


The -hotel was second only to the 


palace and with its furnishings cost 


$1,500,000. Many stores with, contents 
of valuable merchandise on the ground 
floor were also consumed,

Extra Long Session. 


Montpelier, 
Vt., Nov. 23—Both 


branches of the legislature adjourned 
this forenoon to Monday. It is the 
first time in 18 years they have failed 
to finish their business before Thanks- 
giving. It has been an unwritten law 
to adjourn without day before Thanks- 
giving. 


May Refuse Cash. 


Paris, Nov. 23.—The Spanish commis- 


sioners have sent the American proposi- 
tion by a special messenger to Madrid, 
where It will arrrve teday. It is felt that 
the Spanish government must now an- 
*w«r the American ultimatum, but, as 
It is not likely that the answer of Madrid 
will arrive toflay in time for the oommis-, 
eioners to formulate their rsply to the 
Americane this afternoon, it is proba.ble 
that the joint meeting 'will be deferred 
from today to a day later in the week. 


There is quite a difference of opin- 


ion among unofficial people near the 
peace commissions, but the prediction is 
made that Spain will decline the Ameri- 
can offer of money; that she will refuse 
to cede the Philippines, and will say to 
th« United States: "You may take the 
archipelago because you have the power 
to do so. As you advance, we will retire, 
protesting against greedy aggression. 
We will faithfully carry out our protocol 
pledges and leave.Cuba and Porto Rico 
In your hands. You came here to engage 
in a discussion under the terms of the 
protocol, but you evidently meant, when 
drawing- upjthat document, to provide a 
conference in which, though we differ, 
man to man, you proposed to announce 
at the proper time what you will do, 
whether *elagree to it'or object. Such 
an attitude robs the conference of a 
negrotlative character and set* up the 
United States as a dominant power 
whose first purpose is to listen, but 
whose ultimate "determination is to do 
its own will." 


As a matter of fact, Senor Rios is re- 


ported to have used virtually such 
language anil arguments as the fore- 
going. He 'said more, even, Indicating 
a high degree of exasperation at the 
American offer] of $20,000,000, His man- 
ner, no less titan his words,-betrayed his 
repugnance. 


His dispjfey of Jteeling and utterances, 


however,- ajrkrfot wholly approved by his 
Spanish c&lliijgues, who did not hesitate 
to say a«7mic|» after Monday's session. 


Utteninees later by a Spaniard of im- 


portance, .whose name Is withheld for the 
present,.Indicate another line of action— 
a treaty cession of the Philippines. 
"Suppose," said the speaker in question, 
"that Spain says to the United States: 
'We are' exhausted. We have no funda 
with which to continue the war. We do 
not w_ant to continue It, and we cannot. 
You serve us with an ultimatum. We 
must submit to your power. Prepare 
your treaty, and when you want us to 
sign we will sign. We must bend to 
physical force. You have the Antilles, 
and you Will possess the Philippines as 
a conquest'from a helpless people. We 
yield, but'we decline $20,000,000 for prop- 
erty on which our valuation was not 
asked nor respected. Tou have your 
will. We truat you will not continue the 
\var, because, forsooth, we decline your 
$20.000 (WO. Surety thlf waiver by us of 
your money will not provoke a further 
uae of arms against Spain. W« sign, we 
cede, we are dumb. It Is finished'; and 
we may be permitted t« retain the privi- 
lege of assuring our people and our na- 
tional creditors that w« at leaat have not 
stolen and resold territory 'we had 
pawneil.' "

THE ILEJHJ JJIABLE. 


PRISON PLACE OF THE WORLD'S MOST 


FAMOUS PRISONER. 


A« A««hem«le Deserlptlea of the Lit. 


tie Caribbean Islet om Which Cap. 
tola Dreyfan Hmm Ueeu Co>*B«d For 
•lor* Than Fo« Years. 
Slue* Dreyfus has become the most fa- 


KOus prisoner iu tbo world Devil's iiland, 
en whloh ho la confined, has likewise 
grown to bo the most famous prison place. 


Devil's inland, which in the French 


tongua is moro euphoniously known as 
tbo He du Diablo, Is one of three little is- 
lands which lie In a ulowjly connected 
group off the coast of French GuUna and 
In the southeastern end of the Caribbean 
•ea. The French call this group the lies 
ta Salut..or the islands of safety. It Is 
on these that France has been in the habit 
of keeping the most dangerous of her con- 
Tlcte. The whole of French Guiana was 
originally no more thsn a penal colony, 
and these inlands are reserved for the most 
Desperate characters. 


Islands of safety thoy may be so far as 


tliu .possibility.uf yu»i>" goee, but theirs is 
probably the most unhealthy climate to 
be found anywhere north of tho equator. 
The unlucky dwellers there are either 
burned by the tropical sun or drenched by 
the tropical rains. Fever laden breezes 
sweep frost off the marshy shores and dis- 
ease lurks efsry where. 


Devil's island is,the smallest of the 


group. It Is merely "a .flat topped rock 
whloh rises out of ifie sea and wbteh is bnt 
sparsely covered in spots with tropical 
trees. A man can walk all around it in 
half an hour. On it are two buildings. 
One is a mere hut inclosed by a stout 
stookada The other is a one story build* 
ing with a tower at one end. 


During the last two years of Dreyfus 


agitation enterprising newspaper artists 
have from time to time given us imaginary 
pictures of this lonesome little islet, but 
not until recently has an accurate picture 
of the place of confinement of the world's 
moat famous prisoner been given to the 
public. The accompanying illustration is 
authentic. It is takan from a drawing re- 
cently made by a French artist sent out 
by L'lllustrntion of Paris for this express 
purpose. 


The artist knew be would not be allowed 


to land en the sland, Lut lie learned that 
the steamer for Cayenne stopped for a 
short time off lie Ro/alo and passed quite 
close to Deril's island. He made his sketch 
While the steamer was within a few hun- 
dred feet of the shore, Ubing a telescope to 
make out the details. As this picture was 
drawn only a few weeks ago it shows con- 
clusively that the storiea about the con- 
finement of Dreyfus in a huge irou cage 
wero unfounded. 


The small but within the stockade is the 


prison -bouse of the lone convict whose 
detention trbw almost- aplit France in. 
twain. In the incloso* yard, which is not 
more than 50 feet in length and less than 
15 feet wide, Dreyfus takes his only exer- 
cise. Two guards constantly patrol out-

side the stockade, and within two more 
keep watch. In the larger house live the 
keepers and guards. 
Up in the watch 


tower is mounted a Hotchkiss gun ready 
to pour a shower of bullets at the prisoner 
should he by any chance overpower his 
guards and try to escape. It could also 
be used to keep off rescuers should any ap- 
pear. 


So fearful was the governor of the lies 


du Salut thai his man would escape that 
he actually built another watch tower on 
the adjoining lie Royale and connected 
the two islands with a telephone. There 
Were several alarms, it seems, and on each 
occasion the governor, M. Daniel, would 
jump out of bis bed and into a boat, ready, 
presumably,' to cut oft the rescue party or 
to smite the swimming convict on the 
bead with an oar. 


Just how Dreyfus has spent his time 


during bis four years of confinement is 
known only in a vague manner from the 
rumors which have found their way at 
intervals from tjjis. desolate and out of the 
way corrior"of 'th'a world. It is known that 
be has bean guarded ta DO prisoner was 
ever guarded before. He has been allowed 
to write letters to his wife, but only al- 
leged copies of these missives ever reached 
her. 
The French authorities retained tho 


originals. His wife's letters to him have 
beon treated in the same way. What 
changes or additions were made by the au- 
thorities neither could know. 


And yet it would seem that in spite of the 


extremely active governor riecret letters 
actually found their way to Dreyfus in 
tho days when he used to be confined near- 
er tho beach in a stable for goats. Four 
warders continually watched and guarded 
their prisoner, but for all that once in 
awhile, they say, when Dreyfus put on a 
clean shirt, which had been washed in the 
lie Royale, he would find a little note in 
between the. twofold linen of the wrist- 
bands.. Ami these secret letters, which 
'may have been Vhe cause of the palisade 
and the watch towers and the Hotchkiss 
gun, 
did they bring hope of rescue or es- 


cape? It seems taut, but merely the news 
that he was not forgotten. 
. What is certain, however, frona the very 
interesting Awbont of the prisoner recent- 
ly given to ths French papers ilatin and 
L'Illustration by special correspondents 
seut out by them to the islands, is that at 
one time Dreyfus might have attempted 
to escape with prospects of success. He 
declined to make the attempt, bnt was con- 
tent to wait. 
; 


By tbia time it Is probable that Dreyfus 


has learned of tho change in his prospects. 
The French government is said to have 
sent messengers to inform him of the de- 
cision of tho court of cassation to reopen 
big rasp. How much ho knew of what was 
going on in France up to n short time ago 
is not known. Did he realize that at last, 
With the nation worked up to the frenzy 
point against him, tha turning point was 
st hand? Did he anticipate restoration to 
freedom, family and tha outer world? Or 
did ho, with hi» futuro brighter than it 
had been for years, romnin In ignorance of 
it all, thinking that ho had been forgot- 
ten and left to die miserably in his hut 
under tho burning Hunt

The cle;>n tov i I M:pply business, which 


originated in v !..<•.igo, was introduced in 
New York '.i 1-^4. It has thrived hero, 
find there : •; r.cw nbout 25 concerns en- 
gaged in ih'J business in this city, with 
thotiFiM (is 01 customers whoso number is 
constnntly increasing. There ore a great 
many towel users who never dreamed of 
taking towt'ls from towel supply concerns 
when tho business was flrst started who 
now wouldn't think of getting them in 
any other way. 


Cabinets arc supplied with u place to 


keep the towols in. and they are- also pro- 
vided with a comb and brush, a whisk 
broom, a soap dish and eoap. The cabineta 
are made in a variety of styles and sizes, 
each having a mirror in the front. Either 
hand or roller towols are provided or both. 
The minimum supply furnished is four 
clean hand towels a week, and once a week 
the used towels are taken np and replaced 
with clean ones, the soap renewed if it is 
out and the other articles of the equip- 
ment looked after. 


Towels aro supplied to banks, stores, 


offices and protty much all rr>rtis of busi- 
ness places, in many of which a large 
number are usefl, tho supply being re- 
newed as often as may be requiro-l. There 
is one concern thi't, supplies towels with 
the customers'initials on them, using a 
double set for each customer and supply- 
ing each with the s,nmo towels always. 
There are now supplied bontblacking out- 
fits, with polishing brush, dauber and 
blacking, the blacking supply being kept 
constantly renewed, all for so much a 
month. Tho towel supply business has 
now spread r.l! over tho country, and it ie 
established in all the largo cities.—New 
York Sun.

Philadelphia contains one relic of the 


days of William Penu which is un- 
known to most inhabitants of the Quak- 
er City. It is a small portion of ground 
•which still retains by virtue of a pro- 
vision in the charter its original charac- 
ter. 
Rfght in the heart of tbe business 


section of the city it lies, th« only place 
for miles around that bean no foot- 
prints of the march of progress and oom- 
tnerce, the only building Jot in the city 
•which has never been near tbe bauds of 
a real estate agent. 


Yon have bnt to go down Walunt 


street to Second, turn np Second until 
you come to a little iron gate on the 
east side of the street, swing it back and 
enter and you etand within the Indian 
reservation. 


In the days when Philadelphia used 


to be the metropolis of tbe red men, and 
they came hy various trails across the 
country and down the Delaware to hold 
council there, it grew necessary for them 
to have some appointed spot for their 
conclaves. William Penn dedicated this 
reservation to them as a trysting place 
ami provided that it should bo sacred to 
their use forever, 


It ie a foreign enough place now, 


shut in as it is by high buildings on 
nearly every side. The old Union Tele- 
graph office confronts it on one side, a 
wholesale liquor dealer's store backs np 
against it on another, and a high board 
fence chokes off the last hope of any 
outlook from the place. 


There is no mark to tell of its original 


use or to stamp it as one of the curiosi- 
ties of the day. One's only solace for 
bis grievance is to imagine that the 
stealthy tread of moccasined feet is still 
echoing there and tbat the strange 
words of the redskin's tongue have left 
some spell upon the place. 


In size it is a poor comment upon 


Perm's generosity, for it scarcely affords 
room sufficient to turn a wagon and a 
pair of horses. Perhaps because of its 
microscopic dimensions there has never 
been any attempt to encroach upon the 
tights of the old reservation.

They are representatives and agents 
of all the people, and not of seven 
WcLrub. 'ine oici byblem, OL giving each 
ward five delegates no matter what its 
voting population, tended to give in 
some cases 200 voters as much in- 
fluence as some other 300, because a 
ward line separated them. It tended 
to emphasize the waru lines, and to 
make it an election of officers by wards 
instead of by all the people, a thing 
which so far this city has tried to 
avoid. The change to the new sys- 
tem of representation is one that has 
met with the approval of most of the 
republican voters, and to one who stops 
to appreciate its real significance, is 
recognized as a change for the better.

in the other displace the air in any par- 
ticular space under consideration, and 
with it the oxygen as well, by which 
alone combustion can be sustained. 


In at least one instance, however, tho 


position was taken that if the steam 
jets did not extinguish a fire promptly 
they soon became a source of danger, 
and as such were held accountable for 
the loss about a year ago of a cargo 
steamer carrying several hundred tons 
of coal and as many more of miscel- 
laneous chemicals and old rope. Fire 
broke out in one of the holds, which 
w'ere fitted with steam jet fixtures, and 
the jets were at once turned on. On 
the day following it was proposed to 
try a hose in addition to the jets, and 
one of the upper deck hatches was 
therefore taken off. 


Tbe almost immediate result was a 


violent explosion, killing one of the 
officers and seriously injuring another. 
All the other batches were blown off at 
the same time, and the ship began to 
leak, HO that she soon had to be aban- 
doned. One explanation advanced was 
that the steam from the jets, passing 
over the incandescent cargo, formed 
water gae, which, with suitable air ad- 
mixture, became explosive, with the 
result noted. The theory is not a com- 
forting one, but whether it portrays a 
possible condition of things yet remains 
to bo demonstrated.—Gassier's Maga- 


Sanltnry Rnles. 


A broom is fit only for the removal of 


coarse dust or litter. In earpeta of deep 
pile its penetrating bristles often carry in 
more dust than is brought out. If used to 
dislodge and scatter the particles of dust, 
tho carpet sliould bo promptly gone over 
with cloths that are slightly dampened to 
Catch and hold the loosened particles. 


The feather duster has no uso in the 


cleaning process, except to dislodge from 
high places and unrcachablo walls and 
comers the dust, which ravst (lion ho 
{fathered and burned 
Sanitary teachers 


insist even that dust cloths are not only 
to be thoroughly washtd and rinsed in 
boiling water, but should bo dried in tho 
sunshine as oftan as possible. 


In accordance with this principle, that 


the di?infcctipg properties of tho sun aiv 
necessary for absolute cleanliness, is the 
claim made by EOHW laundries that linen 
SOIID to them to be washed is sun dried.—

He did so because Connie McVey, one of 
Corbett's seconds, jumped into the ring, 
which was contrary to the rules. 


This was follow ed by another decision 


that all bets were off. 


It was a most unfortunate and abrupt- 


ending to what promised to be a most 
Interesting fight. For weeks both Cor- 
bett and Sharkey had trained faithfully 
and carefully for the contest, and when 
they stripped last night each of them 
ihowed in excellent condition. Sharkey 
was very confident of success, and the 
manner in which he acquitted himself 
In the ring while the flght lasted showed 
very plainly that bis confidence was 
founded on good grounds. 


Those who 
believed that Sharkey 


could not fight fairly changed 
their 


opinion after the bout had gone one 
round. On the other hand, Corbett hit 
the sailor in the body rather low and 
Bharkey protested. Sharkey's quickness 
and aggressiveness were astonishing 
from the very beginning, and from the 
very first it was evident that he held 
Corbett safely.

In the second round there were wild 


yells from the admirers of the Irishman 
when he floored Corbett with a right 
swing on the head, which was preceded 
by a powerful blow on the body. Shark- 
ey's rushes were successful invariably 
and Jim's quickness and leg work were 
tested to their utmost in trying to evade 
the aggressive sailor pugilist. 


That Sharkey has improved wonder- 


fully goes without saying, and, on the 
other hand, that Corbett Is not the Cor- 
bett of New Orleans Is beyond question. 
At no time had the Californian the upper 
hand of his younger and more sturdy 
rival. Sharkey is a fighter and a clever 
one at that, and his work last night 
•tamps him beyond all doubt as being 
second only to Fitzsimmons, who will 
have to meet him In order to decide which 
Is the better man, and when those two 
meet they should put up a flght which 
will be worth witnessing. 


From the second to the eighth round 


Sharkey held a decided advantage. In 
the ninth round, which was so productive

He settled in Guthrie when it was com- 
posed of tents, and when the postofflce was 
established there be was made postmaster.

ONE KING, TWO FLAGS. 


An Indication That Norway Hud Swe- 


den Are Drifting Apart. 


After having used tho same flag for 


more than half a century Norway and 
Sweden now have separate emblems. This 
has come about through the third passago 
of an act over the king's veto by the Nor- 
wegian storthing. This act pro\ ides that 
the national flag of Norway be hereafter 
used without 'the jack, which was the 
symbol of the union with Sweden. 


This change in the flag is more than a 


passing whim of the storthing. It is an 
indication that the two nations are rapid- 
ly drifting farther apart and that an en- 
tire separation may ba the final result. 
For many years the relations between the 
two countries have not been of tha best, 
although both acknowledge allegiance to 
one monarch.

in Philadelphia. Gideon W. Mnrsh, the 
former president of the Keystone bank of j 
that city, is to be the defendant. After j 
being a fugitive from justice for seven ' 
years, during which time dozens of detect- i 
Ives had vainly tried to track him across 
two continents, he has come back to stand 
trial on a charge of misappropriating 
funds.

If the results of the coming trial were 


expected to concern only Gideon Marsh, 
it would attract merely loc-al attention in 
Philadelphia. But the returned exile is 
expected to tell the history of tho looting 
of the Keystone bank. If he does, he will 
either implicate or free from suspicion 
two men of national prominence 
One of 


these is Senator Quay, autl the other is 
John Wanamaker, ex-postmaster general. 


The voluntary surrenslrr of Marsh, 


which occurred recently, wns cue of the 
most dramatic features of rho affair thus 
far. 
During^ihe late political campaign 


Mr. Wanamaker became a bitter opponent 
of Senator Quay. This led to tho arrest of 
the senator on a charge of misapplying 
certain funds. 


Then Senator Boies Penrose stepped 


into the breach 
He intimated that the 


whereabouts of one Gideon W Marsh were 
not totally unknown, and that should 
Marsh ever return to Philadelphia Mr. 
Wanamaker might be Sv.ir.uwhat embar- 
rassed. He didn't put i: .-..-• usildly as that. 
In fact, his statcmcn'i was decidedly 
pointed. 


Mr. Wanamaker ha-; in 1891 fully con- 


vinced an investigatin" committee of wise 
Philadelphia counoilm, :; that his dealings 
with the bank had been legal and honor- 
able.

Two other men were caught in the ruins 


of the Keystone bank. One was John 
Bardsley. city treasurer of Philadelphia. 
Nearly $500,000 of the city's money was 
deposited in the bank, and when the run 
came Bnrdsley refused to draw it out. He 
terved five years in prison for his part ic 
the affair. 
So did James Lawrence, who 


was cashier of the bank under Marsh. 
Neither of these two would tell the secrets 
of the transaction, and both suffered, al- 
though it is declared that neither profited 
by the wrecking of the bank. 


Gideon Marsh elected to run away rather 


than stay and face the consequences. His 
bail had been fixed at $30,000, and Wil- 
liam H. Wanamaker, a brother of John 
Wanamaker, was his bondsman. Where 
be went after he disappeared Is still a 
mystery. His capture in South America 
was reported several times, but not one of 
the many detectives who scoured the new 
world for him ever got him in a corner. 


After several years of absence he had 


almost become forgotten and many be- 
lieved him to be dead. Now, seven years 
after his exit, he appears again on the 
scene, having emerged from an obscure 
portion of the state of Washington. He 
has come back to take his medicine and 
tell his story.

The trophies and relics taken from 


the battlefields of Cuba and Porto Rico 
and the Spanish ships which were sunk 
during the late war have seemingly 
made the people forget those trophies 
that adorn our parks and public places. 
Formerly visitors to the Brooklyn navy 
yard never failed to stop at trophy 
park and look with pleasure at the rel- 
ics of past wars. Now they pass the 
place as if nothing were there. There 
are many Interesting relics in the navy 
yard, and while some of them have not 
been taken from the battlelleld or tho 
ships of an enemy all have interesting 
histories. 


As the visitor enters the yard and 


strolls down the broad walk 'past the 
commandant's office ho finds a little tri- 
angle in which are mounted several 
Queer looking cannon. This is trophy 
park, and in it are placed some of the 
relics taken from British ships during 
the war of 1S12. The guns are mounted 
along- tha edge of the well kept lawn 
and point in all directions.

It is one of 
the carronades that were mounted on 
the old frigate Constitution when that 
vessel met and defeated the Knglish 
ship Guerriere off the coast of New- 
foundland. It was this carronade that 
carried such destruction to the English

flfde of eaeh gun is painted in large 
white lettsrs, "Taken from H. M. 3. 
Macedonian by the frigate United States 
Oct. 25, 1812." These guns have been 
in the navy yard for many years and 
make up one of the principal collections 
of old war relics. 


Some time ago England, through her 


representatives, negotiated for the re- 
turn of these guns to her. In one of the 
English dockyards is the American ship 
President, which was captured during 
the war of 1812. The vessel is rapidly 


constructed in 1834. The gun- is a mass- 
ive piece of metal and was looked upon 
at the time of its construction as one 
of the finest specimens of the gunmak- 
er"s art and capable of doins great de- 
struction.

It is made 
up of several plates bolted together. It 
was penetrated hy a shot fired from ons 
of the "peacemakers."

THE ANCHOR BACK. 


•Issippi and has been at the navy yard 
a great many years. 


In another part of the yard surround- 


ed by the big machine shops are the an- 
chor rests. There the great "mud hooks" 
used on the vessels are placed until 
ready for service. There are many queer 
looking anchors to be found there. Some 
of them are from the old ships that 
have long since bean placed out of com- 
mission or sold. Others are Inventions 
sent to the yard to be tried. They did 
not prove successful and the owners, 
becoming discouraged, failed to take 
them away. On one of the rests is an 
anchor which closes up like a. knife, tt 
could be easily .stowed away when not 
in use, but that is its only redeeming 
feature. The old style anchors, with 
their stationary stocks, arms and flukes 
are rapidly giving way to the great mud 
hooks with their movable fins. The an- 
chors vary in size and weight, and there 
are some on the rests that weigh only a 
few hundred pounds, while others will 
tip the balance at many tons. 


The largest ones are used on the bat- 


tleships, and they are veritable mon- 
sters. They vary in weight from 6,800 
to 11,200 pounds. There is none of the 
very old anchors In the yard now. The 
oldest are those that were used on the 
Portsmouth. 
Under the rests are the 


old wooden stocks taken from the an- 
chors which were used on the Consti- 
tution and Constellation, when these 
two vessels were on the ictive list. 
These great pieces of wood are slowly 
going to pieces and within a very short 
time there will be nothing left of them 
excepting the iron bands.

Is a chair which was In Captain Isaac 
Hull's cabin on the Constitution when 
that vessel destroyed the British frigate 
Guerriere.

A number of cannon which were tak- i 


en frorn the ships that served in the 
civil war have been put to use in the 
yard. They are placed at the corners of 
eneh street and prevent wagoms from 
getting on the sidewalks. 


There are a number of relics In the 


ordnance sheds on the cob dock. They 
are in the form of cannon and the dif- 
ferent kinds of shells used in them. 
There are also a number of the smaller 
arms used by .the sailors .and.marines 
during the civil war."

A short distance from the ordnance 


dock, facing the athletic field, is a row 
of willow trees. They have been there 
for many years, and, while the best 
care has been given them, some have 
died. They were brought from the 
grave of Napoleon at St. Helena enr'y 
in the fifties on one of our ships which 
was returning home from Japan. They 
were first placed in the navy yard prop- 
er, but when a wave of improvement 
swept over the place they were removed 
to the cob dock, where they have been 
ever since.

LAST OF THE 


WAR CARPENTERS. 


One 'oy one the men -who'Served in 


Uncle Sam's navy during the civil war 
art; being' put on the retired list, until 
now the veterans of the two wars can 
be counted almost on the fingers of one 
hand. Among the last of the old timers 
who have reached the age limit and been 
placed on the retired list is Herbert M. 
Griffiths. He is the ftrst and last of the 
carpenters appointed (luring the war. 
Mr. Griffiths was appointed Sept. 25, 
1861. His first duty was in fitting out 
the naval portion of the Burnside expe- 
dition in Hampton Roads, and while on 
that duty he was sent to Baltimore to 
inspect steamers available for purcha.--o 
by the government. He was attached 
to the flagship Philadelphia as fleet car- 
penter and proceeded with the expedi- 
tion to Roanoke island and Newbern, 
N. C. He saw considerable fighting dur- 
ing the next year. In 1S62 he was sent 
as inspector of the vessels being fitted 
out at Wilmington, Del., and at Phila-

United States was declared: He was 
ordered back to duty when war was de- 
clared and did much of the work of fit- 
ting out the vessels purchased at that 
time.

AN INGENIOUS 


SHIP CRIPPLER. 


Since the war with Spain started all sorts of Inventions for protecting our 


harbors have been submitted to the war department. Some of these ara mani- 
festly impossible of execution, while others are perfectly feasible and very in- 
genious. One plan for improvising a quick method of harbor defense has b«en 
suggested and experimented with by an engineer officer at AVillets Point. 


He wound several miles of wire around an old gun and, sending a current 


of electricity through Lhe wire, made the gun a magnet. 
After his experi- 


ments he mapped out a plan of defense which may be put in operation at some 
of our ports if the occasion arises. The government owns a large number of 
smoothbore guns which are useless now lor purposes of defense. Thesn guns 
will be wound with wire until they become potential iyiasnets. Then a string of 
them, connected by wire cabls with the shore, will be sunk across the mouth 
of 11. harbor. Current will be obtained from some electric light or street rail- 
road plant in the city. At the approach of an enemy's ships the current will 
be turned on. The guns will be magnetized. As the enemy's ship approach 
tbf lino rhp attraction between tli"iv rtef! hi i Sis ;!rn) Hie inngnols will draw tho 
big guns from the bottom of the channel. They will cling t>.» the hulls oi the 
ships, and if they do not stop them they tvill divert their, from their course 
and, dragging along the hulis, will eventually strike thn propellers at the stern, 
disabling them. At the same time the magnetism will in.iUe useless all tin 
compasses on the ships and make it Impossible to guide them accurately. 


This plan, while probably not necessary at a point like New York, would 


be very useful at some of our less protcctM harbors. It has been considered 
by scientists at Columbia university and pronounced by them perfectiy f,->a»i« 
Me. 


NEW INVENTIONS. 


A German Inventor ha* discovered

of the, caucuses was the attendance, 
the total of 1628 is larger by 17 than 
the total vote the city gave Governor | 
Wolcott at the state election, and 270 | 
larger than the republican caucuses 
of last year. It makes a new record 
for republican caucuses in North Ad- 
ams. The increase over Wolcott's vote 
was found in wards 1, 2, 4, and 7, and 
a decrease in wards 5 and 6. Ward 3 
gave just the same vote as was given 
Wolcott. 


There were no especially exciting 


features in any of the wards, although 
plenty of incidents showed that it was 
a very important event In the history 
of the party. Every caucus was crowd- 
ed at 7.30 o'clock when the various 
meetings were called to order, and 
voting was fast and furious in some of 
the wards. The greatest disorder took 
place in ward 2, where the smallest 
vote of any is cast. There the voters 
in some instances crowded past the 
checkers faster than the latter could 
work, and when the votes were count- 
ed. It wag found that the check list 
was 11 short of the total of 203. Re- 
counts failed to correct this and the 
vote as counted was reported. One or 
two 
statements 
concerning 
shady 


voting were made after the caucus was 
over, but they were not substantiated. 


The invasion of democratic voters 


which was anticipated did not show up, 
although there were many faces which 
had not previously been familiar to 
republican ranks. The only challeng- 
ing was in ward 6. There two voters 
were cljaJJyiTgeid eajlx ,ino.the caucus, 
but they rattled off the" oath with great 
confidence, and deposited their ballots. 
According to the oath's bindings, they 
are now regarded as good Cady men, 
whatever they were before. 


In ward 1 there was some dispute as 


to the count, as 15 votes we^re in the 
wrong box. These were finally thrown 
out, and the count showed a.'majority, 
of 18 for Parker; '-'There' were several 
cases of attempted double voting, but 
all were believed to be accidents due 
to the voter's having taken two ballots 
and folded them together instead of one 
unknowingly. 


Each candidate carried his own ward, 


Mayor Cady taking his by 105 majority, 
making a nearly 3 to 1 vote for him, 
and Mr. Parker his by only 18 votes. 
Tuesday afternoon there was consider- 
able doubt of Mr. Parker's ability to 
carry ward 1, but extra efforts were 
made, and he succeeded by a margin 
so narrow that it is astonishing when 
his former supposed strength there is 
considered. Ward 7 had all along- been 
regarded as the "doad sure'' Parker 
ward, and it was so to the extent of an 
85 majority, larger than any of Mayor 
Cady's ward majorities except in ward 
5. Wards 3 and 6 shone out well with 
majorities of 74 and 80 respectively for 
Cady. 


Alter It W«t« Over. 


Main street resembled the night of 


an election fully as much as the occa- 
sion of party caucuses after the re- 
sults were announced. It was notice- 
able that in most of the wards a very 
large proportion of the voters stayed 
till the result was announced, and then 
a good many of these made for the 
news centers to Icarr. the total re- 
sult. 


There was not very much surprise 


to be expressed, as the fact that Mayor 
Cady would win had been conceded by 
even the Parker men. The chief fea- 
ture of interest was In whether Mr. 
Parker would carry hia own ward or 
not. Ward 2 also furnished more or 
less speculation early In the evening 
and comment later. 


One of the moat Important of the 


results to be noted and discussed was 
the fact that the reapportlonment of 
delegates by wards that the city com- 
mittee made caused 
very 
little dif- 


ference in the relative positions of the 
two candidates. Aa It now stands, the 
number of delegates being propor- 
tional to last year's republican vote 
for governor, Cady hac '27 delegates 
and Parker 8. If the former rule of 
five delegates to a ward had been In 
force, Cady would have had 25 and f 
Parker W.

GOVERNMENT^ 'MONEY 


Thomas Splan of This City 
Charged With Embezzle* 


ment of S1O9.0I. 


FROM 
FLORIDA 
POSTOFFICE 


While He Was Acting 
Postmaster. 


Stamps Were Missing and Splan 


Claims He Was Paying Back 


the 
Loss 
to His 


Bondsmen. 


The affairs of the Florida postofflee 


are soon to be aired in the district 
court of this city, as the result of 
what seems to have been a long con- 
tinued 
misunderstanding. 
Thomas 


Splan of this city, who until about two 
>Ccii-b ago was acting postmaster in 
the postoftiee of Florida, v.-as in court 
this morning charged with the em- 
bezzlement of $109.01 belonging to the 
United States-government. He pleaded 
not guilty and the case was continued 
to allow the defense to prepare its 
case. 


The complainant in the case is George 


W. Phc-lps o£ Florida, one of Splan's 
bondsmen, but he was not in court this 
morning, so that he could not be found 
to explain his side of the case. Splan 
acknowledges that he was short in 
his accounts when he left the office, 
but claims tnat it was the result of 
either an accident or the doings of 
some one Ise. The missing money was 
in the fonr: of postage stamps, and 
these are said to have disappeared 
without bis knowledge. 


The affairs of the Florida office were 


said to have been somewhat mixed 
up as to the person in authority, but 
Splan served as acting postmaster un- 
der Cleveland's second administration, 
closing his service about two years 
ago. The date of the alleged embez- 
zlement is given as April. 1896. During 
his service he receiv-od a consignment 
of postage stamps v.-hich were found 
to be defective on their arrival. They 
were accordingly laid asitje to be re- 
turned. It was this sheet of stamps 
that disappeared, and which made the 
shortage. 


It is understood that Mr. Splan 


pointed out the shortage and its cause, 
and being unable to locate the man 
who took the stamps, fell back on his 
bondsmen to pay the amount. He then, 
it is said, began to pay up to them 
the amount as rapidly as possible, and 
it is claimed that he now has a receipt 
for $40 of tho amount, which he has 
already repaid. 


The case is a peculair one in that 


the affair was allowed to run so long 
before any action was brought, if the 
bondsmen were not satisfied with Mr. 
Splan's connection with the affair. A 
stubborn defense will be put up on the 
ground that the shortage was not due 
to Mr. Splan's actions, and that he was 
making every effort to settle with the 
bondsmen. 


Since leaving the office, Splan has 


been working in this city, and his 
friends are confident that he will have 
little difficulty in proving his inno- 
cence of the serious charge.
